A PROBABLE RESULT. 

It is evident to every attentive reader of 
the accounts of the secession furor which 
come to us from the South, that immediate 
and unconditional separation from the 
Union is not intended by any State—not 
even by South Carolina. Under all the bub- 
bles now on the top of the cauldron, we 
can see an element which has not yet come 
into play and which, when appealed to, 
will make itself feli—we mean that quiet 
but. strong conservative sentiment which 
will compel a general Convention of all the 
Southern States, and in that Convention 
will further compel an acquiescence in the 
Administration of Abraham Lincoln. In 
that direction affairs are now setting; and 
if, as is likely, the action of the most ram- 
pant of the States can be delayed until the 
border States, like Kentucky, Tennessce 
and Missouri ean be aroused, the aspect of 
affairs, which is now anything but flatter- 
ing, will be materially improved. Before 
the expiration of sixty days, South Carolina 
will be quietly looking for some avenue of 
retreat out of her present perilous situa- 
tion; and when assured, as she will be, 
that Hamlin is not a black man, that Lin- 
coln has never stolen a negro in all his life 
a id that he will unquestionably stand by 


the compromises of the Constitution, any- 


thing that will save her honor and secure 
her safety will be accepted. By that time, 
the gas of her politicians will be mainly 
blown off; the increasing stringency of the 
money market, the failure of her banks and 
merchants and the decline of the prices of 
her staple, will remind her that her exper- 
iment is one of doubtful utility; and with 
new troubles and heavy taxation staring 
her in the face, she will be ready to listen 
again to the voice of reason, if she is dead 
to patriotism, The prediction may be val- 
ueless. We give it only as an estimate of 
the probabilities of to-day. Next week or 
next month, the outlook may be ten times 
more threatening. We shall see. 


THE PRESENT ASPECT OF SECES- 
What the disunionists are really after is 
gradually tak‘og form and substance.

In South Caroline, 
the disunion sentiment is the dominant sen- 
timent. There a Reign of Terror is estab- 
lished, which holds in complete cheek what- 
ever of loyalty—-feeble at best—that may 
yet exist among that people. In the Cotton 
States, the virus has been less generally 
infused.

Such is the basis of settlement, so far as 
it has yet been developed, which is to be 
tendered to the Free States, provided the 
more moderate of the Slaveholding States 
suffer themselves 10 be inveigled into the 
scheme by the disunionists proper, as 
the sole condition on which the Union will 
be permitted to stand. The cotton States, 
despite the Union element, will go into it 
with seeming heartiness, because the disu- 
nionists in‘these States have control of the 
political organizations and will carry the 
day through them. The point of difficulty 
will be toentrap such States as Maryland, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Arkansas, Tennessee, 
North Carolina and Lousiana, into a com- 
mittal to it, to the extent of adopting it as 
an ultimatum. It is believed that the de- 
vice is too shallow to succeed—that the 
sentiment of loyalty to the Union is too 
strong in those States to be overborne by a 
traitorous endeavor to subvert it—that the 
commercial and social advantages of the 
Union as it is, are too highly appreciated 
by them to be hastily given up for the polit- 
ical and commercial uncertainties of a 
Southern Confederacy based exclusively 
upon the despotic idea, and surrounded on 
all sides by antagonistic institutions. But 
we shall see. 


It will be seen that, with the exception 
of the repeal of the Personal Liberty bills 
in certain Northern States, the points in- 
volved in the proposed basis of settlement, 
are precisely those which were in issue 
during the recent national canvass, and 
azainst which the Free States have just re- 
corled an unanimous verdict. Not only 
80, but they form the precise issue which 
broke the party in twain at Charleston, the 
dissenting wing carrying with it a large 
proportion of the strength of all the border 
and several of the Cotton States. To ask 
from a victorious party the entire reversal 
of all the points for which it went into the 
contest is, to say the least, a decidedly cool 
proceeding. But it loses some of its lei- 
ness when it is understood that the con- 
coctors of this precious scheme have no 
desire that the proposed ultimatum be ac- 
cepted—that it has been framed with special 
refcrence to the end of arousing the amour 
propre of the border slaveholding States, 
and thus enticing them into a movement 
which they abhor, on the one hand, and of 
being peculiarly odious and unacceptable to 
the free States on the other—that its sole 
end and aim is disunion, instead of the 
perpetuity of concord and fraternal Unior: 

An examination of the proposed ul- 
timatum will also disclose the fact that 
at least two of the conditions—the 
repeal of Personal Liberty bills, and in- 
tlemnification for fugitives—in no wise af- 
feets the interests of the actual Secession 
‘imtes. No one of these has ever lost a 
negro through those Personal Liberty bills, 
nar have all of them, together, ever lost a 
half dozen negroes through the non-execu- 
ton of the Fugitive Slave law. It is the 
States which make no disunion clamor— 
the border Slaveholding States—if any, 
that have suffered from these causes. This 
ſuet affords additional proof, if any were 
needed, that disunion per se, and not the ex- 
istence of any real grievance, is the impell- 
ing motive with the Secessionists. Visions 
of the re-opening of the African slave trade, 
of an abundant supply of cheap negroes, 
of a Confederacy in which slaveholders 
constitute the sole ruling class, and in 
which the interests of that class will be the 
leading obfect of government—these con- 
stitute the inspiration, these furnish the 
motives, and are the key to the present at- 
titude of the Secessionists. The border 
States cannot, we think, fail to discern the 
ia¢ts we have pointed out, and that their in- 
tetests can only be protected by maintain- 
ing the Union intact. At all events they 
e wnot be deluded into the belief that the 
iree States will accede to the proposed ul- 
umatum, or that they are prepared for any- 
thing but fora faithful administration of 
the Federal Government, in accordance 

with the theory of its founders, and subject 
to all the checks and balances which their

the beginning to the end it was a complete 
failure. Ninet ago Russia, Austria and 
Prussia divided. oland against right; and for 
the first time since that fatal act the deseend: 
ants of the three accom of the crime met 
in the capital of Poland, perhaps in order to 
remember that their ts do not allow 
them to acknowledge the principles of nation- 
ality and universal ge. em was 
intended to cement their friendship by a com- 
mon protest nst Italian revolution, to be 
backed by the forces of Austria, Russia and 
Prussia. Such was, at least, the fear of Italy 
and the hope of the Pope and of 1 — Francis 
of Naples. We heard, even, that nee Gor- 
chakoff, the Prime Minister of Russia, was to 
be absent, so as not to disturb the 4 Sone 
ings by his hatred of Austria and his French 
tendencies. But the scene soon c J. The 
Prince-Regent of Prussia, warned Lord 
John Russell, at Coblentz, not to rush head- 
long into destruction by Austria, er 
giving a pretext to Napoleon for au attack 
upon the Rhine, left his Minister of Forei 
Affairs at Berlin. Prince Gorchakoff, on the 
contrary, came to Wareaw,and poor Francis 
Joseph soon became aware that his warlike 
found no encouragement with his 
rother sovercigns. Czar Alexander, however, 
received him at the railway station in the most 
brotherly way. They hugged one another and 
shook hands like old friends. Still, even the 
Czar was taken aback by the * demon- 
st rat ions o ized by the Poles in an admira- 
ble way. Not only all the Polish aristocrac 
had left Warsaw, but even the mob, which ha 
cheered the Czar at bis arrival, fled from the 
presence of the Austrian Kaiser. The Russian 
oflicere scemed to see with displeasure the 
hearty reception given by their Emperorto tite 
butcher of Arad and Pesth, and at the great 
ball given by the Governor-General of Poland 
only thirty ladies made their appearance, ell of 


them foreigners, the wives of Russian Generals 


and High officials. Tbe Czar or the uni- 
versal antipath t Austria, said to the 
Russian Generals—who think that Francis Jo- 
seph had dishonored them by the execution of 
the Hun officers who had surrendered to 


the Russian army— Gentlemen, do not think 
that I have invited the Emperor; it was

The Austrian officers got enraged at this 
want of loyalty, and pared for revenge. 
Gen. Rummerskirch, therefore, put as man 
lampe in his windows as the sills could hold, 
in order to induce the mob to assemble and to 
break the peace. But as soon as his panes 
were shattered, Gen. Neuwirt, who, with a 
company of soldiers, lay in ambush, suddenly 
rushed upon the people and dispersed them in 
the most brutal way. Forty-seven persons 
were wounded, one was killed, and seven oth- 
ers have little hope of recovering. 

The agitation all over Hun is growing ; 
the tendered concessions whet tho appetite for 
more—for the full restitution of the historical 
righte—whfle some of the papers, to spread 
the agitation beyond the boundaries of Hun- 
gary, insist upon the necessity of a real Con- 
8 itution, not of sham concessions for the Ger- 
man Slavonic Provinces, since, without 
the free development of all the portions of the 
Austrian Empire, the new institutions remain 
without any guaranty. The German officials 
in Hungary, on tie eve of their removal, are 
crestfallen. The H exchange signiti- 
cant looks without giving vent to their feel 
ings. And all this happens on the eve of a 
great war. The orgy situation of the Em- 
— is most critical. The concessions lead to 

issolution, not to reorganization. 

At the same time King Vietor Emanuel re- 
eelves the crown of Naples and Sicily from the 
people, but her continacy to make war against 
the Bourbons.
